It appeared as if Monday's meet 
ing of the Coffee County Commis 
sion would be brief, but it did not 
work out that way. During the gen 
eral business session from commis 
sioners, the question as to whether 
or not the commission should hire a 
replacement appraiser for the rey 
enue commissioner was debated 

The county’s chief real property 
appraiser, Angela Byrd, was fired 
by the commission in its March 13 
meeting. Ms. Byrd was stopped by 
a Coffee County Sheriff's Deputy 
on March | after a report of a vehi 
cle matching the description of the 
white Jeep Cherokee being driven 
by Byrd was reported driving errati 
cally. She was charged with after 
failing to pass a field sobriety test 

At the time of her arrest, two 
blood tests were administered to 
Ms. Byrd, one was sent to the state 
forensics lab and the other to an 
independent testing lab in accor 
dance with county policy, Accord- 
ing to reports, the independent lab’s 
test produced positive results. The 
results from the state lab have not 
been received by the sheriff's 
department at this time. 

Commission Doug Dalrymple 
mentioned that the commissioners, 
during their work session last 
Wednesday, had agreed to “invite” 
Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns to attend Monday’s meeting 
and give him an opportunity to hire 
a replacement for Ms. Byrd; how- 
ever, Mr. Burns was not at the 
meeting, Gemmission Chairman 
Kayo Lewis told the°commissioners 
that in his attempts to contact 
Burns, he had been told that he was 
out of town and unavailable, 

Commissioner Dalrymple made a 
motion that the commission give 


Mr. Burns forty-five days to hire a 
replacement from the 38 applicants 
and get him or her on the job, Dal 
motion further stipulated 
that if someone is not hired in that 
length of time, the commission will

intervene and hire a chief appraiser 

Commissioner Tom Grimsley 
directed a question to the county 
attorney, Joe Cassady as to whether 
or not the court rulings in this mat 
ter would be resolved in this length 
of time, His response was “no.” 
However, an injunction sought by 
Burns to block the hiring of an 
appraiser has already been denied 
by the court, 

Grimsley commented, “Personal 
ly, | don’t feel like this commission 
needs to be hiring Ronnie an 
employee. I feel like he needs to 
hire his own employee. He’s been 
appraising property for this county 
and if he wants to save this county 
some $40,000 plus dollars a year 
and do it himself, I think that’s 
within the realm of his office.” 

Chairman Lewis said, “In my 
opinion forty-five days is too 
long..,one thing that concerns me 
is he’s [Burns] already told me flat 
out he was not going to hire any- 
body.” 

Commissioner Dalrymple’s 
motion never received a second 

Commissioner Bernest Brooks 
offered a motion that the field of 38 
applicants be narrowed to three, 
and those three be presented to 
Burns to make a selection for a 
replacement within thirty days. 
Brooks’ motion also failed to 
receive a secondvand died:

official administrative experience 
hut had some additional experience 

hich should be considered. It is 
not known if this is the one which 
Wis cut by the screening firm or 
not, as the names were not included 
in the discussion. 


The board will miss their self 


imposed deadline of May 15th to 
name anew superintendent, but will 
interview the five candidates who 
are named on the “short list” on 
Thursday, May 18th and Friday, 
May 19th. The Board plans to limit 
each interview to 30 minutes each 
and Chairman Williams will ask 
each candidate questions from a 
prepared list board members will 
decide upon prior to the interviews. 

In other business, the school 
board voted to send the traditional 
non-renewal letter to all non- 
tenured teachers and support per- 
sonnel telling them that their con- 


tract 1s not automatically renewed, 
but they will be notified of their 
rehiring status by July Ist, if a state 
school budget has been approved. 

The board took no action to for- 
give the payback provision on an 
agreement signed by six teachers 
three years ago, saying they would 
retire at the end of this year. Such 
an agreement got them on the full 
100% of the state pay matrix, The 
contract said they would repay the 
extra money with interest if they 
didn't retire 

Board members said they felt that 
forgiving the $8,000 to $9,000 
would be unfair to those teachers 
who could have gotten the extra 
money also, but chose not to do so, 
They added that the school finances 
are strained and paying this extra 
money added to the strain. 

The six have until September to 
repay the money if they don’t retire, 
according to the contract.

Although | am a retired electrical 
engineer, | served four years as 
Chairman of the Statewide Health 
Coordinating Council and more 
than three years as Executive Diree 
tor of the State Health Planning and 
Development Agency. 

I have visited a sizable number of 
assisted living facilities and nursing 
homes in Alabama during the past 
few years. I concluded from these 
Visits that the environment in an 
assisted living facility is far superi 
or and much to be desired over that 
in a nursing home. 

The least expensive assisted liv- 
ing facility I visited was better than 
the most upscale nursing home. 

Additionally, | have spoken sev- 
eral times in different parts of the 
state about the desirability of assist- 
ed living facilities over nursing 
homes and have never had a single 
person question the accuracy of my 
comments, 

These bills have apparently been 
defeated in this session, but if they 
are introduced later they need to be 
strongly opposed by everyone inter- 
ested in good care for Alabama’s 
frail elderly citizens,

Dear Editor, 

Governor Siegleman has pro- 
claimed May as Foster Parent 
Appreciation Month: time to say 
thanks to the 1700+ ordinary fami- 
lies in Alabama who do an extraor- 
dinary thing - love and care for 
“our” children. Those kids who 
belong to all of us, because if not 
for foster parents, they would 
belong to no one. Foster parents are 
the ones who say yes when the 
phone rings and a desperate social 
worker asks if they can make room 
for one more. The Foster Parent 
Association has a reat bumper 
sticker that says, “Fired of the Ordi- 
nary Life? Be a Foster Parent.” As 
you might imagine, humor and 
grace are major ingredients in suc- 
cessful foster parenting. 

There is a chronic shortage of 
foster parents nationwide. This is 
definitely true here in Alabama. 
The Department of Human 
Resources estimates it needs a 
thousand new foster homes to keep 
up with the number of children who 
can’t go home with their own fami- 
lies for a few days, months, or, in 
some cases, ever. There is always a 
particularly urgent need for families 
for children of color; older school 
aged children of all backgrounds; 
teenaged mothers with their own 
babies; and medically fragile chil- 
dren. But foster homes are also 
needed for babies, pre-schoolers - 
just kids in general. 

New laws mean that more chil- 
dren than ever will be freed for 
adoption by the courts, and many 
of these children will be adopted by 
their foster parents. That is good 
news for the children being adopt- 
ed, but it also decreases the number 
of foster homes available to take 
the next child who comes into care. 

The reasons children come into

But to be 
honest, the reasons don't really 
seem to matter so much when there 
is a child who right now simply 
needs a family - no matter how 
temporary - to do what only a fami 
ly can do: give them dinner, clean 
clothes, a warm bed, a big hug, and 
the message that, no matter how 
bad it seems, there are people in 
this world who do care 

Mention the idea of being a fos 
ter parent in a group and you will 
soon hear someone say, “I could 
never do that because | couldn't let 
them go.” But isn’t that what all 
parents do? We invest our time, our 
energy, our love, most of our 
patience, and then, we let them go! 
The joy comes from knowing that 
investment was the most important 
one we will ever make 

Being a foster parent is far from 
easy. Finding people interested and 
willing to be foster parents isn't 
either, Last spring, Tony Petelos, 
Commissioner of DHR signed a 
contract that created a collaborative 
effort between the public sector and 
a group of private agencies across 
the state whose sole mission would 
be to recruit, prepare and conduct 
home studies on families for chil- 
dren in the custody of the Depart 
ment. Family Finders is based on 
the simple, yet daring concept that 
it is possible to bring together a 
wide variety of people and agen- 
cies, with different skills, different 
viewpoints, and different experi- 
ence, but sharing one vision - find- 
ing families for kids. Family Find 
ers has a toll free hotline (1-800- 
926-8887) and a web site 
(www.familyfinders.org), where 
anyone can find out about becom- 
ing a foster parent. What nicer way 
to say thanks to all those good folks 
who are already out there every day 
and night caring for “our” children. 
And who knows, maybe you can 
say good bye to the ordinary life!

nel that allowed fish to enter but not escape, place them in strategic places 
and check them daily. This would yield much more fish than many men 
trying to push them into shallow water and catch them by hand. 

Hooks are believed to have been first used in southern Europe around 
30,000 BC. The first hooks were made predominately from bone, but 
wooden hooks were also common. The line attached to the hook was 
made from animal sinews or thin roots, vines, or woven grasses, Later on, 
fishermen began using hair from long tailed animals to braid a fishing line 
that was strong and relatively small, 

The Chinese developed crude rods, silk lines and were using metal 
hooks around 200 BC, About this same time the Macedonians were 
beginning to fish with crude artificial baits made of hair and feathers that 
somewhat resembled today’s jig. 

I guess I shouldn’t be complaining, even if the sporting goods store runs 
out of my favorite hook, At least I don’t have to run a wild horse down to 
cut off his tail to make a fishing line, and I don’t have to set down and 
carve a fish hook out of a sweet gum sapling. Things could be worse.

Bill Branch, the man who devel- 
oped the variety Georgia Green 
peanut, shared with me that this 
particular peanut variety responds 
well to twin-row planting. First of 
all, this plant has a restricted vine 
growth. 

Planting twin rows gives you 
more vine coverage of the soil. 
Also with the problem of Tomato 
Spotted Wilt Virus, getting up a 
more uniform stand helps to protect 
the plants from this disease as 
thrips tend to attack peanuts that 
are skippy. 

A good many growers in Coffee 
County planted some of their Geor- 
gia Green acres in twin rows last 
year. Each of these growers had 
excellent results and intends to 
plant more of their acres in twin 
row next year. 

Planting twin row peanuts is not 
a new item. Growers have been 
doing this for years. Auburn Uni- 
versity research has also shown an 
increase in yield by 6-12% and 
sometimes more. The grade of the 
peanuts will usually be higher 
because the plants usually produce 
more of a tap root crop. Growers 
over the years who have tried twin 
rows have had mixed results. Some 
growers said the year they planted 
twin rows they had the biggest 
mess they ever had when it came 
time to harvest. Rank vine growth 
caused the problems, 

There are several things to con- 
sider. First of all, the varieties 
Georgia Green and Virugard 
because of their growth habit work 
well twin row. The other varieties 
like MDR 98 and Southern Runner 
especially make too much vine for 
twin rows, 

Second, up the seeding rate for 
twin rows to about 120 pounds per 
acre.

You 
will need to rely more on chemicals 
to control the weeds. 

Fourth, you will need to consider 
problems at harvest. Twin rows are 
especially. difficult to harvest on 
hilly land, so give that some 
thought. 

The fifth thing to consider, of 
course, is your planters. You could 
go out and buy some brand new 
twin row planters that are very 
expensive. Second, you could buy 
an old set of planters. Third, you 
could borrow planters from your 
neighbor, One grower told me he 
planted twin-row peanuts using his 
four-row International plate 
planters with an 

excellent row marking system. 
He offset the planters four inches 
and as he planted his peanuts he 
simply turned around at the end of 
each row and drove down the same 
tractor marks. This gave him twin- 
row peanuts. His rows were eight 
inches apart. He planted 60 pounds 
of seed peanuts each direction, giv- 
ing him a seeding rate of 120 
pounds per acre. He harvested over 
two tons of peanuts per acre over 
his 300 acres of land. This year he 
intends to plant every acre in twin 
rows. It takes extra time using 

one-row planters and lapping the 
field to make twin rows. Decide 
what you have more of—a little 
extra time or money to buy twin- 
row planters. As one old farmer 
told me, “I have way more time 
than money.” 

Planting twin-row peanuts with 
the Georgia Green and Virugard 
peanuts certainly has its place 
Give twin-row peanuts some 
thought. Talk it over with other 
growers, and it may be a manage- 
ment practice that could bring some 
extra profits to you. 


Weed control in new pastures and hayfields

Around Coffee County and the 
Wiregrass area, in the last several 
months, there have been quite a few 
acres of bermuda and bahia grasses 
planted as forage crops. One prob- 
lem that some folks have had, par- 
ticularly through May and into 
early June has been weed prob- 
lems. 

When controlling weeds in 
newly planted pastures and hay 
fields, there is one product that will 
do a good job on broadleaf weeds 
and should not bother the grass. 
This product is 2,4-D Amine. The 
rate for 2,4-D Amine is 2 to 4 pints 
per acre when spraying newly 
established pastures and hay fields, 

This product will control most 
annual broadleaf weeds and can be 
applied any time during the grow- 


ing season. It is best applied when 
weeds are 6 inches tall or less 
There is a very good chance that 
you will need to make a repeat 
application and by all means, con- 
trol the drift from 2,4-D Amine into 
nearby crop lands. 

2,4-D Amine will give young 
bermuda and bahia a chance to get 
up and grow with out the canopy of 
the broadleaf weeds. 2,.4-D Amine 
will not control grasses, but many 
times, bahia and bermuda can com 
pete with annual grasses where the 
fertility is good and there is ade 
quate moisture. The broadleaf 
weeds grow so vigorously and 
form a canopy that can shade out

High Gas Prices are White 
House’s Wake-Up Call 

Surging gas prices in recent 
weeks are affecting all Americans. 
including Alabamians. Many are 
asking how could fuel 
increase so rapidly without warn- 
ing. That’s a good question and we 
must look to the White House for 
the answer. The Clinton-Gore 
Administration has failed in its 
duty to develop a policy to deal 
with our national energy supply 
and 1s therefore directly account- 
able for the higher prices Ameri- 
cans are now paying at the gas 
pumps. 

In response to the gas price situa- 
tion, | have cosponsored legislation 
in the House calling for the termi- 
nation of all American aid and 
assistance to those oil-producing 
nations involved in oil price fixing. 
Furthermore, I have also cospon- 
sored House legislation calling 
upon the President to file a formal 
complaint at the World Trade Orga- 
nization against those oil-produc- 
ing nations for violating interna- 
tional trade agreements. 

I am also a cosponsor of a Sense 
of Congress resolution calling upon 
the President to release the strate- 
gic petroleum reserves as needed to 
ease the current pressure on the 
American fuel supply demand. It’s 
lime to act to protect the American 
consumer from the effects of OPEC 
price fixing and the Administra- 
lion's energy policy negligence.

With performance-based budgeting, 
annual budgets will be determined 
by each agency’s effectiveness in 


that the Administration was unpre- 
pared for the high gas prices. “It is 
obvious that the federal govern- 
ment was not prepared. We were 
caught napping. We got compla- 


cent,” he ‘Said. That is the under- 


statement of the year. Only the 
Administration has the power to 
order our ambassadors to get tough 
with the oil producing nations. 
Many Americans find it offensive 
that some of these same OPEC 
nations, for which American troops 
shed blood during the Gulf War, are 
now involved in an oil price setting 
scam while the Administration just 
shrugs its shoulders. 

Since 1992, U.S. domestic oil 
production is down 17 percent, 
while consumption is up 14 per- 
cent. Today, America relies on for- 
eign imports for over half of its 
crude oil needs compared to just 35 
percent during the Arab oil embar- 
go. And the Energy Department 
says in 20 years our foreign oil 
dependence will rise to 65 percent. 

Given these facts, it would be 
reasonable to assume that the 
Administration would be active in 
promoting greater domestic oil pro- 
duction, Yet, just the opposite is the 
case. American oil exploration and 
production jobs have dropped by 
27 percent, and in the last ten years 
the number of U.S. oilrigs has fall- 
en from 657 to 153. 

The price for the Administra- 
tion’s apathy towards a national 
energy policy is an increase in fuel 
costs that will not only be felt at the 
pump for individuals and truckers, 


Survey Shows No Generation Gap 
On Environmental Issues 


(NAPS)—A recent poll shows 
that when it comes to a willingness 
lo protect our environment there is 
no generation gap between teens 
and baby boomers. The poll, called 
EarthView, was commissioned by 
National 4-H Council. 

The poll showed that both gener- 
ations say they will reach into their 
own pockets if that’s what it takes 
to guarantee clean air and water. 
Both teens and boomers also 
believe technological advances will 
help solve environmental problems, 

The survey was designed to com- 
pare environmental attitudes among 
today’s youths with those who were 
teenagers or young adults at the 
time of the first Earth Day in 1970, 
The findings show, however, that 
their choice of issues has shifted to 
more emphasis on global warming 
and biodiversity and less on smog 
and overpopulation 

What the research also does is to 
reject the old stereotype of apoliti- 
cal kids who think the environment 


is just a personal, voluntary thing. 
Many feel that in the late 1990s, 
we're seeing new teens with a 
whole new attitude, 

There is optimism in what we 
can do, but in the EarthView sur- 
vey, both generaiions say govern- 
ment and business leaders must 
accept a large share of the blame 
for environmental shortcomings, 
Large numbers also cite a lack of 
personal commitment by the aver- 
age American, But both groups also 
believe that individual actions can 
make a difference. 

While they question others’ envi- 
ronmental commitment, teens and 
boomers alike say they have per- 
formed volunteer work on behalf ot 
the environment (65 percent of 
teens and 53 percent of boomers) 
and have purchased a product 
based on a company’s good envi- 
ronmental record (44 percent of 
teens and 60 percent of boomers).

FIVE-YEAR OLD DIES...A one-vehicle crash last Thursday evening took the life of of Zachary 
Davis Roberts, age 5, of Barbour County, The incident occurred shortly after 4:00 p.m. approxi- 
mately 13 miles north of Elba on AL Hwy. 87 in the Jack Community. The small Ford car being 
driven by Roberts’ father, Davis Ray Roberts, age 29, was traveling south when it left the road, hit a 
tree and overtummed causing the youngster to be ejected from the vehicle. The small car came to rest 
on the boy, Members of the Zion Chapel Fire Department responded to the scene immediately and 
Were able to remove the vehicle from atop the youngster. Coffee County EMS arrived on the scene 
and transported both father and son to Edge Regional Hospital in Troy, AL. Zachary was stabilized 
and airlifted to Children’s Hospital in Birmingham, AL, where he later died - early Saturday morn- 
ing - of injuries sustained in the accident. The elder Roberts was admitted to Edge Regional suffer- 
ing from broken bones and blunt force trauma. The car crash is being investigated by Alabama 
State Troopers Dale Cobb and David McGowan. the 12th Judicial Circuit District Attorney's Office, 
and the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences. An autopsy was perfumed on the youngster to 
determine the cause of death.

The Bowers’ won a $1 million 


verdict in a jury trial held in July of 


1998; however, in a 7-2 decision in 
October of 1999, the Alabama 
Supreme Court overturned that ver- 
dict and remanded the case back to 
the lower court for retrial, 

The High Court ruled that the 
jury should not have considered 
Tony Bowers’ mental anguish claim 
because he was not at the home 
When the fire started, and “was not 
placed in any immediate risk of 
physical harm.” 

The whole verdict was struck 
down by the Court because the jury 
returned a general verdict with no 
indication as to what portion of the 
$1 million was for Bowers’ mental 
anguish, 

An earlier attempt by Wal-Mart's 
attorneys to have the trial moved 
out of Elba failed. 

The trial is expected to go on into 
next week before it will be handed 
over to the jury for deliberation
